Your  Worship,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circuim- 
stances  in  your  district  for  the  year  I960,  I cannot  say  that  I do  so  with 
pleasure  because  the  duty  has  fallen  to  me  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Longbottom. 

Dr.  Longbottom  served  your  Council  and  the  people  faithfully  and  well  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Quiet  and  unassuming,  he  carried  out  his  duties  in  keeping 
with  his  character,  and  in  his  death  I have  lost  a great  friend  and  colleague 
as  have  many  other  people. 

The  increase  in  the  estimated  mid-year  population  was  only  210  more  than 
in  1959.  There  were  86  more  births,  710  compared  with  624  in  1959,  but  there 
were  only  2 deaths  more  in  19 60  than  in  1959.  Of  the  505  deaths,  92  were  due 
to  diseases  affecting  blood  vessels  in  the  brain,  87  were  due  to  coronary  artery 
disease  in  the  heart,  and  64  were  due  to  other  heart  diseases.  i'J. together 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  accounted  for  nearly  5 0 % of  all  deaths. 

The  various  prophylactic  measures  offered  against  infectious  diseases, 
vaccination  and  immunisation,  have  been  well  accepted  by  the  people  of  the 
Borough.  The  state  of  protection  against  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis  is  high, 
and  it  is  most  unlikely  that  any  serious  outbreak  from  either  of  these  diseases 
could  take  pla.ee.  But  a note  of  warning  - this  satisfactory  state  can  only  be 
maintained  by  the  continued  use  of  the  various  immunising  agents  in  the  appro- 
priate age  groups. 

i*.  start  was  made  in  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  and  the  first 
three  orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  programme  of  smoke  control  in  the  Borough  must  be  jj^sued  energetically  and 
with  all  speed.  The  old  axiom  ''Where  there  is  muck  there  is  money"  is  stale 
and  should  be  replaced  by  'Where  there  is  muck  there  is  ill  health'.'  Many  people 
still  fail  to  realise  that  practically  all  of  the  pall  of  smoke  overlying  our 
towns  comes  from  the  domestic  chimney,  from  which  the  smoke  is  discharged  in  a 
cool  state  at  low  velocity  and  not  far  above  ground  level.  Hence,  the  smoke 
tends  to  remain  near  to  the  point  from  which  it  is  emitted.  Further,  the 
present  Act  is  the  Clean  Air  Act-.  It  is  everybody1  s hope  that  a Pure  Air  Act 
can  be  brought  into  force  in  the  not  too  distant  future  and  much  work  is  at 
present  in  progress  in  many  parts  of  the  world  to  make  this  a possibility. 

The  progress  in  slum  clearance  is  satisfactory.  A tremendous  amount  of 
work  has  to  be  done  in  the  Health  Department,  the  Town  Clerk's  Department,  the 
Borough  Surveyor's  Department,  the  Housing  Department  and  the  Treasurer's 
Department,  prior  to  the  public  inquiry.  Hence  slum  clearance  cannot  be 
carried  out  rapidly,  but  it  can  be  done  at  a steady  pace,  and  this  should  be 
the  aim  of  slum  clearance. 
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In  the  position  in  which  I find  myself  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report, 

I have  had  to  consult  Mr.  Dickinson,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  some- 
what more  than  would  be  necessary  under  normal  circumstances.  I am,  therefore, 
greatly  indebted  to  him  for  his  assistance,  also  I would  like  to  place  on 
record  my  thanks  for  the  efficient  and  willing  service  given  by  all  the  staff 
of  the  Department .

This  disease,  has  since  the  war,  followed  a biannual  pattern,  the  numbers 
usually  rising  in  December  and  carrying  on  to  the  spring  of  the  following  year. 

Poliomyelitis. 

There  we re  no  cases  in  the  Altrincham  area.  I estimate  that  about  90  per 
cent  of  the  child  population  under  15  years  have  been  protected  by  a course  of 
three  injections  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccine. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  second  highest  number  of  cases  was  due  to  whooping  cough.  The  •ases 
generally  were  mild,  and  fortunately  the  mortality  from  this  condition  has  fallen 
considerably  since  the  war.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diptheria. 

The  obvious  comment  with  regard  to  Table  VI  is  that  diptheria  immunisation 
started  in  this  district  in  194-1.  1 estimate  that  some  70  - 80%  of  children 

under  the  age  of  5 years  arc  protected  by  immunisation.  If  this  figure  remains 
there  is  only  a slight  risk  of  diptheria  occurring  and  virtually  no  risk  of  an 
outbreak  of  any  size.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  covering  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  the  operation  of  the  Public 
Cleansing  Service  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I960,  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

Mr.  P.  Humphries,  Temporary  Public  Health  Inspector  on  Slum  Clearance 
work,  resigned  his  position  with  the  Council  on  the  16th  July  to  take  a 
similar  appointment  with  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council.  Other  than  this, 
there  were  no  staff  changes  throughout  the  year. 

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  moved  steadily  forward  in  the  year.  177 
houses  in  the  Newtown  area  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee, and  declared  a clearance  area  in  June.  This 
was  later  considered  by  the  Building  and  Town  Planning  Committee  and  a Com- 
pulsory Purchase  Order  was  made.  This  was  not  confirmed  during  I960. 

In  March  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  with  regard  to  the 
establishment  of  numbers  1,  2 and  3 Smoke  Control  Areas.  The  main  oppo- 
sition came  from  the  Coal  Merchant s' Association.  These  Orders  were  later 

confirmed  by  the  Ministry  and  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1961. 
All  the  properties  in  these  areas  are  new  and  no  works  of  adaptation  are 
required.  In  September,  further  Orders  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
other  areas,  numbers  4 and  3,  and  these  were  still  awaiting  confirmation  at 
the  end  cf  the  year. 

A Clean  Air  Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Stamford  Hall  from  the  3rd  to  6th 
October.  The  Exhibition  did  not  draw  large  crowds,  but  I was  quite  pleased 
at  the  reception  it  received  from  the  general  public  and  the  press. 

During  the  year  the  Council  instructed  S.J.  Noel-Brown  & Co.  Ltd.,  Con- 
sultants to  Industry  and  Local  Government,  to  carry  out  an  Organisation  and 
Methods  Survey  on  all  the  Corporation's  departments.  I was  quite  satisfied 
with  the  outcome  of  the  report,  and  the  recommendations  made  have  been  put 
into  practice. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  who 
has  answered  my  requests  for  consultations,  and  given  me  all  possible 
assistance  during  the  year,  also  to  the  Vice- Chairman  and  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continual  support.  I also  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the  staff,  for 
their  efficient  work  and  loyal  support  throughout  the  year.

Thirlmere  water  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  at  the  head  works  so  as 
to  give  a water  with  a pH  value  around  7 in  the  town  area.  Haweswater  water 
arrives  with  a pH  value  around  7 without  neutralisation.  The  mixed  water 
contains  less  than  0.2  ppm  lead  after  standing  in  contact  with  lead  service 
pipes  overnight.

The  above  coliform  bacteria,  were  derived  from  "aftergrowths"  in  deposits 
in  mains.  On  the  same  days  that  the  54  samples  with  coli  were  taken,  76 
other  samples  were  also  taken  and  these  were  coli-free,  i.e.  excellent. 

Of  the  54  samples  with  coliform  bacteria,  27  contained  only  1 coli  per 
100  mis.  and  36  samples  contained  not  more  than  2 coli,  of  which  9 samples 
contained  1 faecal  coli  per  100  mis. 

During  a period  of  three  successive  days,  9 samples  were  taken  in  a 
localised  area  during  severe  main  disturbance . Seven  of  these  samples  con- 
tained 1,  3,  3,  3,  8,  8 and  33  faeca.1  coli  per  100  mis.  and  9 samples  contained 
1,  5,  8,  13,  13,  13,  13,  25  end  35  non-faecal  coli.  These  coli  were  derived 
from  the  disturbed  deposits  in  the  mains  and  were  not  due  to  the  ingress  of 
pollution.  These  samples  account  for  almost  all  of  the  higher  coli  counts 
obtained  during  the  year.  'When  the  disturbance  was  over,  three  samples  con- 
tained 0,  0 and  1 non-faecal  coli  per  100  mis.  respectively.

New  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  1956. 

37  Families  were  re- housed  from  the  area  during  the  year,  leaving  seven  out 
of  the  original  one  hundred  houses  still  occupied.  Plans  were  well  in  hand 
for  re- housing  the  remaining  families  and  for  the  demolition  of  the  53  houses. 

Nev/town  Clearance  Area. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted  to  the  June  Public  Health  Committee 
the  above  Clearance  Area  which  includes  177  unfit  dwelling  houses.  The 
Council  in  October  made  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  this  Area,  but  were 
awaiting  a Public  Inquiry  into  this  order  at  the  end  of  the  year.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


A relentless  war  is  continually  waged  by  the  Department  against  rodents,  with 
regular  and  systematic  inspections  and  treatments  throughout  the  Borough.  Treat- 
ment of  dwellinghouses  is  free;  a small  charge  being  made  to  business  premises. 

The  system  of  contracts,  started  the  previous  year,  has  been  well  received  by  the 
larger  factories  in  the  district  and  11  contracts  have  been  obtained  to  the  value 
of  £105.  0.  Od.  In  addition  to  dealing  with  rodents,  work  is  also  carried  out 
in  connection  with  the  destruction  of  insect  pests  and  work  to  the  value  of 
£22.  14.  5d.  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  development  of  pressurised 
powder  sprays  has  greatly  assisted  in  the  destruction  of  these  pests. 

The  Department  treats  the  sewers  in  the  town  twice  yearly  as  laid  down  by 
Ministry  requirements.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


Progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control 
Areas,  although  none  actually  came  into  operation  during  the  year.  Nos.  1,  2 
and  3 Areas  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1961.  The  main  opposition 
at  the  Inquiry  held  in  March  was  from  the  coal  distributors,  but  the 
Order  was  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  .Ministry . Nos.  4 and  3 Areas  were 

submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  were  awaiting  confirmation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Clean  Air  Exhibition,  held  at  the  Stamford  Hall  from  the  3rd  to  the 
6th  October,  was  well  atended  and  I was  quite  pleased  with  the  displays  by  the 
exhibitors.  The  cinema  attached  to  the  Exhibition  did  very  well  with  an 
excellent  range  of  films  on  Clean  Air.  The  impact  of  exhibitions  on  the 
general  public  is  always  difficult  to  assess,  but  I feel  sure  that  those  who 
did  attend  found  it  very  helpful  and  informative.  The  publicity  give  to  this 
Exhibition  by  the  local  press  was  greatly  appreciated,  and  I feel  sure  that  the 
money  spent  on  this  Exhibition  was  very  worthwhile. 

MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  is  a Member  of  the  Standing  Conference  on  Air  Pollution  (Region 
South  West  from  Manchester),  who  collect  samples  from  the  various  sites  situated 
in  the  district  of  the  local  authorities.  In  May  a volumetric  apparatus 
provided  by  the  Standing  Conference,  was  installed  in  the  attic  of  the  Health 
Department  at  l6  Market  Street,  and  readings  are  taken  daily  by  members  of  the 
staff . This  apparatus  give  sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke  pollution  density  read- 
ings. Details  of  the  results  found  in  the  Borough  of  Altrincham  are  summarised 
in  the  following  tables

PUBLIC  SLJJGHTERIKG  FACILITIES . 

In  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  the  Council  submitted 
their  Report  on  the  slaughtering  facilities  in  the  district,  the  only 
slaughterhouse  being  the  public  one  and  used  by  the  local  butchers.  The 
Report  stated  that  considerable  modernisation  was  required  to  bring  the 
slaughterhouse  up  to  the  required  standard  and  that  work  should  be  com- 
pleted by  the  1st  January,  1962.  In  carrying  out  these  improvements  and 
alterations,  it  was  envisaged  that  greater  use  of  the  slaughterhouse  would 
be  made  by  wholesale  butchers  from  Manchester  who  have  a large  clientele  in 
the  South  Manchester  area. 
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PUBLIC  SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 


The  management  of  these  premises  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Department 
and  a full-time  Attendant  is  employed.  Tolls  are  paid  on  a headage  basis 
and  one  wholesale  butcher  and  one  retail  butcher  are  now  using  the  premises.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  report  that  refuse  collection  continued  on  a 
weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  The  Dieselisation  of  the  Department  fleet 
continued  with  the  ordering  of  an  S.D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter  adaptable  for 
emptying  bulk  containers.  These  containers  are  of  1 ^ cubic  yard  capacity, 
equal  to  10  normal  sized  dustbins.  It  is  my  idea,  to  have  these  containers 
at  all  premises  such  as  schools,  flats,  business  premises,  hotels,  etc.  where 
there  are  a large  number  of  dustbins  in  use.  The  advantage  of  these  con- 
tainers being  that  they  stand  on  legs  and  are  fitted  with  detatchable  half- 
opening lid. 

This,  in  ny  opinion,  is  the  answer  to  seeing  rows  of  dustbins  filled 
to  the  brim,  flowing  over  with  refuse  and  with  their  lids  either  off 
altogether  or  ill  fitting  so  as  to  attract  the  flies,  cats,  etc.

Refuse  Disposal. 

This  continues  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  at  the  Sinderland  Road 
Sewage  Works.  The  benefits  of  the  introduction  of  the  Angledozer  two  years 
ago  has  greatly  helped  to  keep  the  tip  in  better  condition  and  at  the  same 
time  helping  to  keep  costs  to  a minimum,  although  maintenance  of  these 
vehicles  is  always  heavy,  particularly  when  working  in  refuse  which  has  a 
high  abrasive  and  dust  content. 

Municipal  Ashbin  Replacement  Scheme. 

New  ashbins  provided  since  commencement  of  scheme 

(including  1,756  to  Corporation  houses)  = 10,866.

Salvage . 

Again  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  amount  of  salvage  collected, 
i.e.  19  tons  - £247,  mainly  accounted  for  by  increased  waste  paper  collection 
from  business  premises.  This  improved  output  was  again  achieved  without  an 
increase  in  labour  and  there  was  no  increase  in  the  market  value  of  the 
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salvagable  materials.  Summaries  of  salvage  collection  and  sale  figures  for 
the  years  1959  and  I960  are  given  below:-
